Mr. Knox has sent a note to all the leading nations 
of the world urging that the organization of the 
court of arbitration be made the subject for dis- 
cussion and the object of effort at the next Hague 
conference, and that it be not put off too long. 

The Hague conferences have already provided 
for such a court of arbitration to settle interna- 
tional disputes. Many of the leading nations have 
already treaties for arbitration between different 
pairs, and by these treaties many wars more or 
less serious have been avoided, 3 

The only thing left is the organization of the 
court of arbitration as provided for by the last 
Hague conference. The sole difficulty in the way is 
‘that, there being forty different nations concerned 
in this court, only tive judges are provided by the 
Hague conference. it may de possible to group 
several of the smaller nations and give them a rep- 
resentation in the court, giving the leading nations 
each one member of the court.

As is ably ar- 
Sued by Dr. Charies H. Parkhurst, 
‘denominatidnalism is false to the ge- 
nmius of Christianity." A careful study 
of the development of opposing forces 
in the church will reveal that the 
cause of d inationalism may be 
found in divergent views of doctrine, , 


and unwillingness to submit to oth 
ers; personal ambition and fanatic!

tience and uncharity in discussing dif- 
ferences, unbending and unreasonabie 
ecclesiasticiem, and a drifting away 
from Christ and His spirit.

Canada. It must not be forgotten that 
Christianity has grown not on ac- 
court of sects, but in srite of them. 

“Hew can the movement toward 
unification be advanced? Fraternity 
and reciprocity should be encouraged. 
Churches that are identical in polity 
end doctrine should take immediate 
stepe toward organic union. There 
should be a rapid decline of mediaeva’ 
ecclesiasticism. The finding of reasor 
should be more authoritative than the 
statement of some di¢tant courci!. Let 
the emphasis be placed upon Christ 
and His spirit and ideals. 

“Among the practical advantages 
that shall accrue from a union of the 
churches will be that antagoniems and 
rivalries will cease. Cruel as wae the 
crime of rending the vestments of 
Jesus and piercing His side, the tear- 
ing asunder of the body of Jesus is in- 
finitely more hefnous. There will be 
great enlargement of the churchs’ op- 
erations, because much money now 
used in duplicating denominationa! en- 
terprises will be set free for new work. 
Again, when the church is a unit ft can 
carry forward to overwhelming victory 
all great reforms. ‘The devil of vice 
and rum would fear a united church.“

Rabbi 
Isidore Myers preached on “Our Wom- 
en Cleansing the House of Israel,” tak- 
ing for his text “No unleavened bread 
nor any leaven shall be seen m all the 
boundaries.” (Ex. xiii, 7.) Rabbi 
Myers said in part: | 

“The preparation for the Passover 
festival depends almost entirely upon 
the Jewish women. The Jewish woman 
of the past fulfilied her sacred mission 
as a model wife, an ideal mother, as 
the angel of charity and as the 
Priestess of her home. The Talmud 
says that through the merit of their 
good women were the Israelites re- 
deemed. from Egypt. 

“Even so, the Jewish historian is 
bound to admit that through the pow- 
erful influenee of the noble women of 
Israel of the past have the Jews and 
Judaism been saved to this day. Juda- 
ism calls upon the women of the pres- 
‘mt age to devise means for cleansing 
the house of Ira from the different 
kinds of leaven that are threatening its 
very existence; the leaven of gross 
materialism, the leaven of irreverence, 
he leaven of commercialism, which is 
found even in religious institutions: the 
leaven of mutual prejudice, the lea ven 
of disintegration and division and 
above all the leaven of ignorance, 
Every age, gays the Talmud, can only 
be regenerated through the influence 
of its women.” 

In the course of his remarks Rabbi 
Myers paid a glowing tribute to the 
memory of Mark Twain, whom he 
characterized as one of America’s most 
distinguished sons, as one of the finest 
types of manh and as the prince of 
humorists who rendered the great- 
est service to humanity by making 
millions of human beings forget their 
sorrows, which, according to the Tal- 
mud, is the highest kind of religion.

im an interview with Prof. Adams, 
who has charge of making the observa- 
tions, last night he stated that the big 
Somet becomes visible at 3:30 o'clock 
m the morning and passes out of sight 
at about 4:3. When it is first seen it 
is just above the horizon and moves 
mp into the sky rapidly until the 


further observations. No particular 
measurements are being made at the 
Mt. Wilson observatory. However, the 
head of the comet is quite large and 
the tall appears to be about 15,000,000 


mnofficial observers mistake Venus for 
Mane comet. The comet stands sev- 
ral degrees to the north of the planet. 

The present color of the comet is a 
Dright yellow, and the tail has the 
Same color, although it takes a green- 
ish cast as it spreads out.

The spectrum shows the head of the 
fomet to be surrounded by cyanogen 
gas, which is a combination of carbon 
and nitrogen: The tail is composed of 


trification of the earth's atmosphere on 
May 18, when the comet crosses the 
Sun and the earth will pass through the 
great tail. It is believed the electrifi- 
Cation of the earth's atmosphere will 
be disturbed, but how much or in what 
way is not known. Delicate instruments 
are being installed to note any changes. 
Prot. C. F. Abbott, director of the as- 
fronomical physical observatory at the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington, 
D. C., will be on the summit of Mt. 
Wilson May 17, 18 and 19 to make care- 
ful observations of any disturbances in 
the atmosphere. 

On the evening of May 17 and also on 
the evening of May 19 there will prob- 
ably be wonderful displays of shooting 
stars. These will occur just before 
the comet crosses the sun and just 


after. ; 

According to Prof. Adams the comct 
will continue to become brighter each 
day until about May 10, when it will 
cease to be seen in the eastern heavens 
but will change to the other side of the 
earth and be seen just after sunset. On 
May 18, when it crosses the sun, it will 
he impossible to see the comet from 
Mt. Wilson. but it win be visible in the 
middie of the Pacific Ocean. After May 
19 the comet will be faintly seen in the 
evening for a few days and pass 
on out of sight for another seventy- 
fiye years. 

MONK PROJECT. 

The buying of Monk Hill by the city 
for the purpose of a public playground 
and park is one of the many projects 
now before the voters of Pasadena. 
Monk Hill is a round topped barren 
eminence in the northern part of the 


city. To be exact, it is bounded on the), 


north by Dakota street, on the east by 
Marengo avenue, on the south by 
Grand street and on the west by Iowa 
street, and comprises a little over four 


acres. 

Monk Hill does not signify that it 
was formerly occupied by a monastery 
or that the monks of some order once 
lived there. The owner of the place is 
„ man named Monk. It has been sug- 
gested that if the city acquires the 
grounmi the first real work will be to 
change the title. It is suggested that 
easy, smooth sounding, poetical 
name, such as “AltaVista,” Pinto- 
resca Park.” “Buena Vista, or some- 
thing of that kind would suit the peo- 
ple better. 

Anyway, the summit of the hill, 
which is the highest point inside the 
city, affords one of the grandest views 
in Southern California. It ie not so high 
as the summit of Mt. Wilson or Mt 
Lowe, but the veiw is equally as good, 
On a clear day the entire San Gabriel 
Valley, La Cafiada Cafion, Linda Vista, 
South Pasadena. Alhambra. Los An- 
geles and the ocean can casily be seen 
from Monk fill). 

Tt is stated that site can now be pur- 
chased for %$60.000, and that the city 
will never again have an opportunity 
to get it so cheaply. It is also conced- 
ed that the peovie of North Pasadena 
are entitied to consideration in the 
matter of pubile buildings and parks, 
and that the city owes them more con- 
sideration than it has given. 

As a public playground Monk Hil! Is 


delightfully situated. It is just across |‘ 


the street from the Washington school, 
which has practically no playground. 
It ie conveniently located for the chil- 
dren of North Pasadena and can be 
used by them without their having to 
pay car fare. It would require some 
leveling te make much of a play- 
ground, but it is stated this can eas- 
lly be done. 

As a pubile recreation park Monk 
Min can be made one of the dream- 
land spots in the city. Even on the 
hottest days a nice cool breeze blows 
on the hill. 

The Monk Hill proposition is now be- 
ing considered by the Playgrounds 
Committee of the Board of Trade It 
ja being lumped together with the Car- 
melita Gardens, and the propose! con- 
vention hall. or casino, The committee 
fs working to present the entire man- 
ter to the City Council, and ask for a 
bond election for something like $300, - 
000. It is making slow progress and 
present indications are that a bond 
election will not likely be called before 
fall, if at all.
